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Suspect shoots 
through window 


into home, hits man 


On Saturday, July 20, at about 11:30 p.m., 
Van Buren Township Police were called to 
a home in the 7200 block of Sheldon Rd. 
for a shooting. 

Deputy Police Chief Joshua Monte said 
upon arrival, officers found a 34-year-old 
male township resident inside his home 
with several gunshot wounds. 

Further investigation revealed that the 
suspect, while standing outside a window 
at the victim’s residence, fired multiple 
rounds through the window into a room of 
the house. 

Inside the room at the time of the incident 
was the victim, a female, and two young 
children. The female and two young 
children were unharmed. 

The wounded male was transported to 
a local hospital, where he is currently 
receiving medical treatment for non-life- 
threatening gunshot wounds. 

Deputy Chief Monte said this residence 
was specifically targeted because the 
suspect and the female inside the residence 
had a former dating relationship. 

Police are actively investigating this 
incident and combing through the digital 
evidence obtained following the search 
warrants executed Sunday. 

Drive-by shooting 

Deputy Chief Monte reported that police 
are awaiting results of the forensic data 
seized from the search warrants following 
the July 5 drive-by shooting on Greenwood 
Street. 

“Complicating the investigation is 
the fact that the victim was invited to 
the party where he was shot and is not 
being completely forthcoming with 


investigators,” Deputy Chief Monte said. 
As of Monday, no one was in custody.

Belleville DDA approves $3,000 for 
artist to paint hardware store windows

The Belleville Downtown Development 
Authority voted unanimously at its regular 
meeting on July 17 to pay an artist $3,000 
to decorate the front windows of the vacant 
hardware store on Main Street so it doesn’t 
look so drab. 

Vera Redden sat next to DDA treasurer 
Sabrina Richardson- Williams, who 
introduced Redden as a member of the 
Belleville Area Council for the Arts. 

“The hardware store we bought could 
use some sprucing up,” said Richardson- 
Williams. “I approached Vera Redding of 
BACA to draw up some proposals.” 

Redden presented a proposal to paint the 
windows with city scenes, leaving one- 
third of the windows unpainted. She said 
she knows there is an ordinance that not 
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more than two-thirds of the windows of a 
store can be blocked. 

She said she would need a maximum of 
$250 for paint and supplies, $2,500 for her 
work, and it would take about a month or 
a month and a half to complete. She said 
if somebody buys the hardware store from 
the DDA, the paint can be scraped off. 

DDA member Chris Donley said Redden 
has done several projects at his home. He 
said although Redden proposed painting 
on the outside of the windows, he thinks 
it should be on the inside, so it can’t be 
damaged by a youngster with a stick. 

Mayor Ken Voigt, who sits on the DDA 
as a member, said he agreed the painting 
should be on the inside. 

Donley noted that the clear glass will 
show up as black because of the black

VBT board OKs 
new Agritourism 


ordinance

“Treally want to see a winery somewhere,” 
said Van Buren Township Supervisor 
Kevin McNamara after the township’s new 
Agritourism ordinance was passed into law 
at the July 16 meeting. 

The zoning ordinance amendment 
provides definitions and regulations 
for Agricultural Retail and Tourism 
(Agritourism) on parcels ten or more acres 
in size. 

The work on the amendment started as 
a result of DeBuck’s Corn Maze having to 
have annual special land use approvals for 
it to continue in business. The ordinance 
makes it easier for agricultural businesses 
to operate. 

The kinds of businesses listed in the 
ordinance include a winery, thus Supervisor 
McNamara’s comment. Also included are 
cider mills, petting farms, animal displays, 
pony rides, wagon/sleigh/ hayrides, nature 
trails, gift shops, and many more activities. 

The planning commission had set up a 
committee last year that worked on the 
ordinance with the staff. Commissioner 
Jackson Pahle, a member of the committee, 
said that he enjoyed the committee’s visit 
to DeBuck’s business last summer where 
they were treated to lavender-flavored ice 
cream. 

A public hearing on the ordinance 
was held April 10, but a member of the 
audience said that although his property 
was big enough, his property would not 
qualify because the road frontage didn’t 
qualify under the new ordinance. 

The commission sent the ordinance back 
to the planning consultants for a revision 
and the commission recommended the 
updated version for adoption on June 12. 
It was sent on to the township board where 
the first and second readings were held and

Court Watching: 


Davis charged with six felonies after peeking under skirts at Walmart 


Willie Eugene Davis, 42, of Van Buren 
Township was arraigned at 34 District 
Court on July 17 on six felony charges 
after a woman saw a camera tied to his 
shoe after he crowded her at Walmart on 
July 4. 

Magistrate Al Hindman set cash or surety 
bond at $10,000. Davis’ probable cause 
conference was set for July 31 before 
Judge Tina Brooks Green. 

Van Buren Township Deputy Police 
Chief Joshua A. Monte said Officer David 
Champagne was dispatched on July 4 to the 
Walmart on Belleville Road to take a report 
of a male subject using a camera attached 
to his shoelaces to look up the skirt of a 
female customer. 

The female customer noticed the male 
subject standing extremely close to her, 
which startled her and caused her to drop 
an item she was carrying. When she bent 
down to pick up the item, she noticed a 
small camera facing up, tied to the man’s 
shoelace.

drapes in the background and would be 
like a cloudly dark day in Belleville. 

DDA vice chairman John Winter said 
they should change the background to 
be blue and assistant city manager Steve 
Jones, who is paid to direct the DDA, said 
they can’t get that kind of blue from the 
drape company where they got the black 
drapes now up. 

DDA chairman Alicia McGovern said 
they can get blue cloth from a store. She 
said she would like to see a winter scene in 
the scenes proposed by Redden. 

Winter said the Blue Dog in one of her 
scenes is a commercial decoration at the 
shopping center and they should have 
just public scenes. Mayor Voigt suggested 
using one of the city’s statues in Horizon 
Park like the Upsidedown Man or the 
Hands Held High. 

Richardson-Williams said she talked to 
another artist who could help. But DDA 
members said it would cost more. 

DDA member Valerie Kelley-Bonner 
said she would like to see a fall scene and 
Redding said she could have some leaves 
falling off a tree in one of the scenes. 

Mayor Voigt said to leave the scenes up 
to the artist and McGovern said to take the 
private statue out. 

Winter made the motion, supported by 
Mayor Voigt to allocate up to $3,000 for 
the project. 

Redden said she was having some 
extensive dental work done and wouldn’t 


Fearing she had seen the camera, the 
male walked away, Deputy Chief Monte 
said. The female reported the incident to 
Walmart security, who 
contacted police. 

Officer Champagne 
arrived, took the initial 
report, and, based on the 
female’s description, 
was able to locate the 
male on Walmart’s 
security video. He also 
observed and identified Davis 
another female, also wearing a skirt, whom 
the male had videoed, Monte said. 

Utilizing the police department’s Flock 
system, Officer Champagne identified the 
vehicle the male used to leave the parking 
lot and subsequently identified a potential 
suspect. 

“Through Officer Champagne’s initial 
investigation, the Van Buren Detective 
Bureau established surveillance on the 
suspect and gathered enough evidence to 


be able to start until the end of August or 
September. 

DDA discussion brought ideas for 
colored lights that change with the seasons 
and scenes with Booville and festivals. 

In other business at the one-hour-and-44- 
minute meeting, the DDA: 

e Learned the call for proposals for 
a marketing company received 12 
submissions. DDA members got copies of 
the proposals to read and the proposals will 
be reviewed by the Marketing Committee 
and then brought back to the DDA with 
a recommendation. Mayor Voigt said he 
would like to see presentations at the next 
meeting because, “We’re already four 
months behind.” Donley said he needed 
an extra packet of the 12 proposals to give 
to Rachel, McGovern’s daughter, who is 
not a member of the DDA but serves on 
the Marketing Committee. He said he is 
excited that the proposals are here. It was 
noted the vote on an AI service was put off 
until a marketing person was on board at 
the DDA; 

e Organized a committee to put together 
an event for October 2025. Members are 
Alicia McGovern, Kelly McWilliams, 
Chris Donley, Mayor Voigt, and Jones. 
The agenda item was for a Maker-Fair, but 
other ideas came up and they have time to 
work on just what they want to do; 

e Heard Jones tell about the rotted dock 
and the boy who put his foot through it. He 
said the DPW inspected the dock and found 
it was more than just a board and more 
needs to be done. He said they are looking 
at the boardwalk that Van Buren Township 
recently put in at French Landing Park, 


execute a search warrant on the suspect’s 
residence in Van Buren Township,” Deputy 
Chief Monte said. 

On July 14, the Van Buren Police 
Department’s Detective Bureau executed 
a search warrant at the suspect’s residence 
and the suspect was taken into custody. 

Deputy Chief Monte said during the 
search, detectives found electronic 
evidence showing the subject had 
attempted to and did video up the skirts of 
numerous females throughout southeastern 
Michigan. Multiple police agencies were 
contacted, as police suspected the suspect 
was visiting numerous retail stores to video 
up the skirts or dresses of unsuspecting 
females, he said. 

On July 17, Willie Davis was formally 
charged with a six-count felony warrant, 
including: 

e two counts of capturing/distributing 
images of an unclothed person (5-year 
felony); 

e two counts of eavesdropping- 


with kickouts and furniture and umbrellas. 
They are getting prices through Davenport 
who did the work for the township. Jones 
said they are looking into grants and the 
damaged part of the deck is blocked off 
now. “It doesn’t look very good,” Mayor 
Voigt said; 

e Heard Richardson-Williams say the 
bridge in Village Park needs to be replaced 
and McGovern directed Jones to put that 
on the follow-up list. Jones said plans are 
under way to replace the bridge;

Development Committee suggest mass 
plantings of bulbs, perennials, and 
annuals around Village Park and around 
he entrance sign to the city.

Richardson-Williams said the plantings 
didn’t sound like economic development 
to her. She said she keeps thinking of the 
former city manager who wanted to make 
Belleville look like Disneyland and Baker 
said that was in her mind, too, with the 
flower planting suggestion; 

e Heard Kelley-Bonner report for the 
Culture and Arts Committee that she 
would like to see the Youth Alley Party 
that Richardson-Williams has been talking 
about for years finally take place. She 
said the DDA has no representation of 
high school students and they should be 
approached to see what they would want. 


manufacture/possession of a device (2- 
year felony); and 

e two counts of using a computer to 
commit a crime (7-year felony). 

Detectives also learned that Davis had 
committed a similar offense in Canton 
Township and was currently out on bond 
for that case. 

“Officer David Champagne should be 
commended for his initial investigation,” 
said Deputy Chief Monte. “The Detective 
Bureau, including the lead detective, 
did a commendable job of methodically 
developing and collecting enough evidence 
to secure a search warrant and arrest Mr. 
Davis. Above all, the female in this case 
should be commended for coming forward 
and preventing further deviant behavior 
from Mr. Davis in our community.” 

Others in the community who suspect 
they may be victims, are asked to contact 
Detective Scott Griggs at (734) 699-9289.

He also said He reads that Van 
Buren Township is a development-ready 
community and Mayor Voigt said the city 
started working to get that designation 
a few years ago, but it didn’t move 
forward. He said it is back on track, but 
there are several steps involving different 
departments in the city. “Developers like it. 
They know the skids are greased,” Mayor 
Voigt said; 

e Richardson-Williams asked about a 
performance review for Jones. Mayor 
Voigt said the city council has a good 
performance review process that covers 15 
points that the DDA could use; and 

e Heard Kelley-Bonner say she is able 
to get Narcan that can be distributed from 
boxes like newspaper boxes, for the city. 
It was noted that city councilwoman Julie 
Kissel announced at a recent council 
meeting that she attended a Growth Works 
event and Narcan is coming to the city.

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Chief Berriman issues 
statement on Aldrich 


To the editor: 

After 33 years of military service and 
46 years in law enforcement, including 12 
years as Chief of Belleville, I am finally 
resigned to the fact of being retired. The 
reason for my letter is to inform the citizens 
in the Belleville area in regards to a certain 
incident that recently occurred and the 
blame was placed on me. 

In all of my life I have always accepted 
responsibility for my actions and 
encouraged the men and women that I 
worked with to do the same. 

Now we come to Officer Mark Aldrich. 
I hired him as he left the military and after 
working a period of time for Belleville, I 
became aware of various on-duty, off-duty, 
and fellow-officer incidents, as well as 
his numerous lies in denying them. After 
being counseled a number of times, Officer 
Aldrich informed me he was going to work 
for Huron Township Police. 

When he left, he failed to turn in a newly 
purchased department personal-protection 
vest, substituting an obsolete vest of a 
past officer. I notified him of the unlawful 
taking of the vest, and when he denied it 
and refused to return it, I contacted the 
Chief of Huron Township and explained 
to him what had occurred. He stated to 
me that he would talk to the officer and 
get back to me. He called the next day and 
said he had talked to the officer and that he 
believed the officer had not taken the vest. 
I again told him that the officer was lying 
and that I was going to seek a warrant if the 
vest was not returned. He returned the vest 
over the weekend and I informed the Chief 
of the return of the property and his lie as 
to the whereabouts of the vest. 

Since this incident and the publicity over 
the several hirings of the officer, I have 
learned that the Chief of Huron Township 
has publicly stated that I recommended the 
officer. 

I do not recommend thieves! As I accept 
responsibility for my actions, I would 
expect a leader to take responsibility for 
his actions instead of “passing the buck.” 

I think the citizens of Huron Township 
may want to question their Chief in his 
actions and in being a stand-up leader.

it finally was adopted on July 16. 

In other business at the 38-minute, July 
16 meeting, the board: 

e Approved the 2024 tax rate request of 
0.8935 allocated millage plus 6.3931 extra 
voted millage for public safety for a total 
of 7.2866 mills. Taxable value on real and 
personal property is $1,447,210,931, so the 
tax amounts to $10,545,247. Supervisor 
McNamara stated that the tax did not go 
up; 

e Approved the 2024 Township Hall 
Rental Fee schedule for rooms in the 
township hall. Rental of the Denton Room, 
the Otisville Room, or the Sheldon Room 
are all the same: $25 to a resident and $50 
for non-resident. When the meeting area 
is opened up to include both the Otisville 
and Sheldon rooms for larger groups, the 
charge is $50 for a resident and $100 for 
a non-resident. The board room is not for 
rent. The renting of these rooms stopped 
for COVID and then construction of the 
new community center. Now they can be 
rented again; 

e Approved allocating $45,000 for a 
Housing Readiness Master Plan Update by 
McKenna and Associates. The township 
received a $45,000 MSHSA reimbursable 
grant in February with a $5,000 match. 
This is to update the township’s master 
plan to encourage increased housing and 
affordability. McNamara said the state and 


federal government are coming up with 
money for first-time home buyers. This 
requires a municipal plan or update. Since 
municipalities wouldn’t be able to come 
up with planning money, they are giving 
grants, he said. Trustee Kevin Martin said 
there is a growing need for housing across 
the country for housing that meets the 
needs of all people; 

e Approved the amended and restated 
Aerotropolis Interlocal Agreement that 
gives Wayne County two seats on the 
Aerotropolis board. Christopher Girdwood 
of Aerotropolis was there to explain what 
Aerotropolis does and that he is working to 
get developments for industrial properities 
north of I-94 in VBT. He said the township 
wants south of I-94 to remain rural. Among 
the acreage available in the township, 
he pointed out the 1,100 acres north of 
Willow Run that is in raw land form and 
the 287 acres south of Wayne County 
Community College. Girdwood said his 
role is the growth of the infrastructure, 
including wastewater and roadwork. He 
said he helped VBT get $5.5 million for 
Haggerty Road work. He said Aerotropolis 
took out an ad in Crane’s Business for 
McNamara to tell the Van Buren Township 
story during the Mackinac conference. 
VBT Downtown Development Authority 
executive director Merrie Coburn has been 
on the Aerotropolis board for seven or 
eight years, McNamara said; 

e Heard Clerk Leon Wright say that his 
office has sent out 5,509 absentee ballots

levied no fees.

light. 

The first malfunctioning light was fixed 
several times and finally recently replaced 
completely and is working well. 

Director Suchy also reported that the staff 
entrance door lock with keycards was not 
working right and it took $2,771 to repair 
it. She said while it was malfunctioning, 
employees had to come in the front door 
and then race to shut off the alarm. 

In another building maintenance issue, 
Suchy reported most of the library’s carpet 
was cleaned, when the company’s machine 
broke, with 25% left to go. The company 
will complete the carpents when they come 
to clean the library’s tile floors, she said. 

In other business at the 45-minute 
meeting, the board: 

e Learned the basic literacy program is 
starting up again, after being sidelined by 
COVID-19, and there will be a 7 p.m., 
July 24, meeting for those interested in 
being trained as volunteer tutors for adult 
literacy. Suchy said the library is going 
through the Washtenaw Literacy program. 
According to a study conducted by the 
U.S. Department of Education, one out of 
every five American adults reads below a 
fifth-grade level; 

e Heard vice-president Linda Priest say 
the personnel committee met on June 21 
and talked about the personnel policy. A 
lot needs to be done before it is brought to 
the board, she said. President Peters said 
they are on the right track and the library 
wants to be a good employer. Suchy said 
the library’s attorney has a sample policy 
to study; 

e Was impressed that the Friends of the 
Library made $2,188.05 from their latest 
used-book sale; 

e Learned the library is sending 
Jennifer Richardson to an Association 
of Bookmobile and Outreach Services 
(ABOS) conference in Indianapolis, IN 
Oct. 14-17 at an early-bird registration cost 
of $450. The board was assured she will 
bring back the information to share with 
other employees; 

e Heard Suchy report that the summer 
reading programs have been very popular, 
with signup about 20% higher than last 
year’s registrations; 

e Learned Suchy say she will be meeting 
this summer with staff members who 
interact with teens in order to do some 
planning for fall. She said they will discuss 
programming as well as best practices for 
dealing with any behavior issues that might 
arise; 

e Heard Suchy report that new to the 
Library of Things are storytime kits that 
families can check out. Each kit contains 
books and educational activities based on 
a specific theme such as Dino Storytime, 
Farm Storytime, Explore Nature, etc. She 
said many of the kits were checked out 
within the first day after they were put on 
display; 

e Heard discussion on the open seats on the 
Library Board that will be filled in the Nov.

Joshua Kavon Patton, 26, of Van Buren 
Township, appeared from the Wayne 
County Jail for his probable cause 
conference on July 10 on a charge of 
receiving and concealing a stolen vehicle 
on Feb. 22 and unauthorized driving away 
of an auto on Feb. 25, both in Van Buren 
Township.

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Sumpter board votes 3-2 to approve recycling pad bid for $56,400

The Sumpter Township Board of 
Trustees at its regular meeting on July 9, 
approved the $56,400 bid from Diversified 
Excavating for a concrete pad under the 
recycling container. 

That amount is to come from the $980,000 
federal American Rescue Plan Act (ARPA) 
funds Sumpter had received. 

Voting no were Trustees Peggy Morgan 
and Matthew Oddy. Clerk Esther Hurst and 
Trustee Don LaPorte were absent from the 
meeting. 

The proposal had been removed from the 
agenda for the last two meetings because 
of Trustee Oddy’s concerns about whether 
the ARPA funds were being overspent, 
since just $32,000 had been allocated for 
the concrete pad to hold the recycling 
container. 

He had asked that one of the “other 
buckets” that held appropriated ARPA 
funds be reduced, so the $56,400 being 
spent is not more than what is available. 

Supervisor Tim Bowman said he 
disagreed with Oddy and they have been 
going back and forth on this for several 
meetings. Supervisor Bowman said they 
could pay the extra out of the general fund, 
if necessary. 

Treasurer Bart Patterson said they still 
will be able to use ARPA funds at the end 
and he noted the ARPA funds are gathering 
interest which can be spent. 

“We’re not overspent,” Patterson said. 
“Technically, were over-allocating. There 
is still money in ARPA.” 

After the appropriation passed on a 3-2 
vote, township manager Tony Burdick said 
he will ensure these funds are available 
and all ARPA spending is approved by the 
board. 

“I don’t like being over-obligated on 
paper,” Oddy said. 

Manager Burdick said it’s always been 
a what comes first, the chicken or the egg 
thing. He referred to allocating funds and 
then going out for bids and finding out how 
much it is going to cost and if they need 
more or less money for the project. 

In other business at the 39-minute 
meeting, the board. 

e Approved on a 4-1 vote, with Trustee 
Morgan voting no, approval of Waters 
Edge Option B floating dock system at a 
net cost of $22,586 using ARPA and Wayne 
County Millage funds; 

e Approved unanimously the Graham 
Park playscape by Penchura LLC in the 
amount of $237,052, using ARPA funds. 
The motion was amended to include up to 
$20,000 more to provide extra Poured In 
Place (PIP) walkways that Oddy said is a 
rubberized concrete that feels like you’re 
walking on cork. Oddy noted it was used 
at the Lower Huron Metropark at the old 
pool. Oddy had pushed to approve the 
extra hard-surfaced walkways to help 
with strollers and wheelchairs so they 
don’t have to struggle through woodchips. 
Patterson said they had planned to add 


the PIP walkways later so they could be 
planned out in detail before approval; 

e Approved Brian Messer’s fireworks 
permit for July 20; 

e Approved, with regrets, the expiration 
of the AFSCME one-year right to return 
for Michael Petrowski, effective July 1; 

e Approved the TNT Tree Service 
proposal for $8,000 to remove identified 
trees, stumps, and brush at Martinsville 
Cemetery, using ARPA-obligated funds; 

e Approved the TNT invoice in the amount 
of $1,350 for tree and stump removal at 
Martinsville Cemetery, using ARPA funds; 

e Approved switching equipment from 
decommissioned police vehicle 328 to 
the new 328 by Herkimer Services for 
$4,213.39; 

e Approved outfitting the new police 
department vehicle 322 at a total cost of 
$14,361.77 by Herkimer Services utilizing 
forfeiture funds; 

e Approved assessing what properties are 
ready to sell from a list of township-owned 
properties. No list was made available to 
the public; 

e Heard Treasurer Patterson say he thinks 
there should be discussion on some subjects 
and since there is no longer a workshop 
session before the meetings, he would like 
to propose having meetings for the public 
on a Thursday or Friday night, after the 
board packets are out for the next week’s 
meeting, so things could be talked about. 
He said people could wear whatever they 
wanted and there would be no TV. They 
could discuss what will be considered at 
the next meeting and give the board time to 
think about the comments before the vote 
is taken. “Something to consider,” he said;

Patterson said it is not done yet; 

e Heard resident Mary Ban say she 
didn’t sign in to speak, as required, but 
she wanted to know about progress on the 
senior center doors. Patterson said four 
bids had been received on the doors; 

e Heard 34" District Court candidate 
Robert Coutts and State Representative 
candidate Dale  Biniecki introduce 
themselves; and 

e Heard Sumpter supervisor candidate 
Sheena Barnes politely say she had two 
questions for the board and one for the 
supervisor. She asked if the medical 
building on Sumpter Road was Sumpter 
property and she was told no. She asked 
when did the ordinance change on signs 
and Trustee Tim Rush said in 2021 the sign 
ordinance was rescinded, but you have 
to ask permission to put signs on private 
property. Then she asked Supervisor 
Bowman if he pulled up election signs 
on property at the corner of Sumpter and 
Willis and he said he did because they 
didn’t have permission to put them there. 
Trustee Morgan said she had permission 
and Supervisor Bowman interrupted her 
statement and said, “I’m not going to 
get in a pissing match.” Bowman said he 
personally got permission from Joe Nasser 
to put signs on the property and Bowman 
was in charge of who could be there. 


Barnes said she got a report from someone 
who said he saw the supervisor pulling 
up signs, not hers but Tim Craiger’s sign.

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VBT accepts high quote of $68,336 
to replace twp. hall HVAC units

Atits regular meeting July 2, the Van Buren 
Township Board of Trustees unanimously 
accepted the high quote of $68,336 from 
W.J. O’Neil to replace HVAC units at the 
township hall. 

Larry Luckett, director of public services, 
explained why the two less-costly quotes 
weren’t recommended. 

He said as part of the township’s Capital 
Improvement Plan efforts, they solicited 
quotes to replace two aging HVAC units in 
the township hall building. That included 
one ten-ton unit and one three-ton unit. 

“This is a planned expenditure and is part 
of the township’s overall plan to replace 
the ten original HVAC units as they are at 
the end of their useful life,” he said. “Ten 
of these units are 29 years old and are 
scheduled for replacement over the next 
three years.” 

He said the township staff solicited three 
quotes from different companies and is 
recommending the quote from W.J. O’ Neil 
in the amount of $68,336 to replace three 
HVAC units. 

The three quotes received were: 

e Air Doctors - $42,907.31 

e Boone & Darr - $29,755 

e W.J. O’Neill - $44,929 

The bid from Boone & Darr was an 
incomplete bid as the proposal did not 
include disposal or crane rental costs and it 
was disqualified, Luckett said. 

The quote from Air Doctors came in 
next, but their proposal was to provide 
Amana HVAC units, when the township’s 
specification was Trane brand HVAC units. 
Luckett said the township’s preference is to 
remain consistent with the majority of the 
units on the roof so it was specified. 

“It is due to this, W.J. O’ Neill being our 
primary HVAC contractor and the close 
cost of the bids, that we are recommending 
to move forward with WJ. O’Neill.” 

Luckett said the original quote from W.J. 
O’Neill came in at $44,929, but recently 
the need for additional work had been 
identified. They discovered another unit 
had major mechanical issues and will 
need to be replaced in addition to the one 
that was out of order and the other that 
disintegrated. Due to this they requested 
an updated quote to add the third unit. The 
updated quote was $68,336. 

Luckett said W.J.O’Neil is the township’s 
regular vendor for HVAC maintenance and 
has been working with the township for the 
past few years. 

“Although their original quote was 
higher, we are recommending the township 
board move forward with their quote and 
the additional work,” he said. “Township 
staff is comfortable with their quality of 
work and they have successfully completed 
similar projects at other township 
facilities.” 

Township Supervisor Kevin McNamara 
said the work was already budgeted for. 


In other business at the township’s 
42-minute meeting, the board: 

e Approved a subrecipient agreement for 
Community Development Block Grant 
(CDBG) funding with Wayne County for 
$20,000 for salary for Senior Services; 

e Approved unanimously an agreement 
with the City of Romulus for services at the 
Animal Shelter that will increase costs to 
the township by $8,000 to $10,000 a year. 
New fees now will be $1,000 a month, 
$20 per day beyond seven days, $80 for 
euthanization, and a $1,500 fee for any 
Van Buren dogs deemed to have PARVO. 
Deputy Police Chief Jason Monte said the 
original agreement with Romulus was in 
2017 and the cost hadn’t changed since 
then. The township has been paying $650 
a month. He said in 2022-23, the township 
used the service for nine dogs a month 
and this year there are 11 dogs a month. 
He said they have checked around and 
this is the most cost-effective procedure. 
Supervisor McNamara pointed out that 
they did look at options and Romulus has 
been undercharging the township for many 
years and they were expecting a rise in 
cost; 

e Heard Clerk Leon Wright report that 
there are 216 homes in Andover subdivision 
where he is homeowner association 
president. He said he is getting calls about 
a lot of vicious dogs attacking humans and 
people’s dogs. He said if people have dogs 
they can’t control something should be 
done. He said the previous week a small 
dog was attacked by a dog who ran out of 
his open garage door. He said a Rotweiller 
attacked another dog that was being 
walked. “I don’t know what we can do,” 
he said. “One person getting attacked is a 
problem.” Deputy Chief Monte said they 
have received calls and the township has an 
ordinance for dogs at large. If a dog bites, 
police take the dog, he said. Deputy Chief 
Monte said they put stray dog pictures on 
Facebook for people to identify. They don’t 
want to keep dogs longer than they have to 
because of the cost. Trustee Kevin Martin 
said the township should be proactive and 
encourage people to get the required dog 
license which identifies the owner. The 
license is only $5 and the owner has to 
show the dog is vaccinated; 

e Approved a special land use request 
for a retail store with outdoor display and 
sales for Tractor Supply, to be located at 
the southeast corner of Hull and Sumpter 
Roads on a roughly 5.11-acre parcel. 
The property is being rezoned to SRMU 
— Sumpter Road Mixed Use district. 
The planning commission approved the 
preliminary site plan on May 22. With the 
special land use approval, the project will 
move into an engineering review phase. 
Treasurer Sharry Budd, who is the board’s 
liaison to the planning commission, said 
Tractor Supply told the commission this 
store will be one of the top store designs
